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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1 . A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds Its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

2. Claims 1-16 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-12 of 
copending Application No. 10/618714. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because moveable clamp member; 
control member; and a plate provided with scraping edges that are in contact with an 
intermediate portion of the movable clamping member. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and forniat for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
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abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the term "means" appears 
in the text of the abstract. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 2 is objected to because of the following informalities: the terni "centring" 
is misspelled it should be - - centering- - which is the standard u.s. spelling of the word. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
6. Claims would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
double patenting and all claim objections set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Milgliori, Sawada et al, Dugas et al, and Vouland disclose an 
invention.
